Hough at Northwestern University, 
who had made preparations for  teat- 
ing his sensitometer, an instrument 
invented by him two years ago for 
observing the fairffest rays of, light 
and measuring the Variations between 
those shed at various phases of the 
eclipse until totally reached. 

An interested party of scientigts as- 
sembled in the observatory and shared 
Prof. Hough's disappointment when 
the instrument failed to make a rec- 
ord of any kind.

The third incident, and one fraught 
with deep significance, was a message 
read before the Pittsburgh convention 
from Local No. 108, one of the largest 
and most influential sub-districts in 
this field. It demanded the election 
of new officers on the ground that 
Dolan and his fellow-officers had made 
null and void their election by voting 
to agree to the terms of the operators. 
This message, coming directly from 
the great body of bituminous workers, 
plainly indicates that only a strike will 
suffice if the operators do not grant 
their demands. 

“The situation is serious—very seri- 
ous,” said Vice-President T. L. Lewis 
of the United Mine Workers, whom 
President Mitchell has sent. here.

AHEAD OF BULKHEAD. 

The materal for this extensive en- 
terprise is now being assembled, much 
of it being now in the yards at San 
Pedro. The piling will be taken by 
raft in tow of a tug from San Pedro 
to Venice, and will be landed very 


will be erected by the Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Construction Company. There 
will be a seawall here which it is be- 
lieved will solve for many years all 
troubles caused by the encroachments 
of old ocean. 

Piles of twenty-four feet in length 
will be used.

A 
month ago they purchased for the 


ing lands on options. They expected 
the city to come through with the pur- 
chase price before the options expired. 

More than three-quarters of a mil- 
lion dollars of water bond money is 
lying idle in the city’s vaults; but the 
City Attorney hit has ruled that 
the Council cannot authorize its ex- 
penditure. 

Three weeks ago the Water Board, 
after paying a pretty heavy instdll- 
ment on Owens River land, warned the 
Council that the Board needs all the 
water revenue fund at home. The 
commissioners think they are doing 
pretty well when they pay for the 
extensions and improvements for the 
local system, and interest on the water 
bonds, those for the Owens River in- 
cluded, out of the revenue fund, They 
say they haven't much left to go buy- 
ing land, especially when the money 
intended for the purchase is in the city 
values. 

The options are taken in Mr. Eaton's 
name. Knowing that the money was 
already raised thc buyers did not take 
long term options. Private interests, 
hostile to our great water project are 
ready with better offers if the options 
are allowed to expire, and some of the 
options expire the middle of the present 
month. 

Mr. Eaton is in the Owens Valley 
negotiating for more land. He expects 
to purchase at least $60,000 more, pro- 
vided the prices are right and the city 
will furnish the money. 

A resident of Owens Valley who sold 
his land to the city several months 
ago, carried to the City Attorney yes- 
terday a tale of startling conspiracy 
for gaining possession of land in the 
Owens Valley which the<city needs to 
perfect its title to the whole of the 


river. 
While the tale was received with a 
allowance for exaggeration, 
it has nevertheless caused some un- 
easiness both in the City Attorney's of- 
fice and at the Water Board.

BUT NO HOME. 


STRANGE MATRIMONIAL TRIALS 
or OLD PHYSICIAN. 


— — — 
First Helpmeet Reported Divorced, 
He Weds Again, Only to be Parted 
by Death—Lives Happily With 
Third Mate for Years Until Fate 


Dogged by a malignant fate that re- 
fused to let him live with his wife 
in peace and happiness, Dr. W. B. For- 
den, in the sere and yellow leaf of 
life, is compelled by moral scruples 
to ask the court for an annulment of 
marriage to his third wife. The sad 
story was told yesterday before Judge 
Ewing, who is occupying the bench 
temporarily in Judge York's court. At 
times Dr. Forden almost broke down 
in telling his story, and his wife—the 
woman from whom he has separated 


‘| himself—also shed tears. 


After graduati from a southern 
university, Dr. Forden entered the Con- 
federate army as a surgeon. He was 
detailed to procure quinine for the 
army: In these efforts he had to lead 
a stressful lite, even to penetrating 
the Union lines in disguise. To sus- 
tain him, he said, he took to drink- 
i whisky, and became a confirmed 

er 


When the war ended he married a 
deaf and dumb girl down South and 
took her to Cincinnati, leaving her 
with a s#six-weeks-old baby while he 
made a tour of the country to estab- 
lish himself. As a quack“ he con- 
trived to make some money. While on 
his travels he became involved in a 
shooting scrape and was badly shot up. 
For three months hé lost his identity. 

When cured he wrote to his wife, but 
received po answer. Then he per- 
suaded a friend to find out how she 
was situated. This friend reported that 
the woman had obtained a divorce, and 
that the child had died. Dr. Forden 
then started West. 

Some years later Dr. Forden mar- 
ried again, but his wife soon died. 

Again a lapse of years and then he 
and a Mies Ankron were married in 
1884 in San Francisco, and it seemed 
as if the unhappy past was to be for- 
ever buried. 

On March 1, 1903, Dr. Forden re- 
ceived news that his daughter and first 
wife were alive. 

Dr. Forden and his latest wife then 
decided that they must separate. He 
settled property upon this woman, al- 
do making provision for his first wife, 
who now is in Hot Springs, Ark. He 
does not intend to live with her.

Darling is accused by Capt. F. J. 
Cressey of trying to cause trouble be- 
tween himself and the third Mrs. Cres- 
sey, a bride of but a short time, and 
also of attempting to force Mrs. Cres- 
Sey to pay him $65 which she does not 
owe. 

According to Cressey, Darling at one 
time waited upon the present Mrs. 


Cressey and marriage, but 
was refused. He is said to have let 
the woman alone until her marriage

It is said he threatened to air a scan- 
dal and expose secrets if Mrs. Cressey 
did not meet him at the Angelus Hotel 
on a specified day and pay him $6. It 
is also alleged that he threatened the 
life of Cressey and the captain ap- 
pealed to the Chief of Police for pro- 
tection.

Long Beach Soda Water.

‘The representatives appointed by the 
Los Angeles Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Union were present and re- 
celved a hearty welcome, being 
promptly seated as corresponding mem- 
bers of the commission. 

The interest of the meeting centered 
on a report made by Attorney J. H. 


Merriam of Pasadena, who since the 


last meeting of the commission has 
written letters to many judges sitting 
in divorce courts, and he presented in 
the concrete many of their suggestions, 
All concurred in the contention of the 
‘commission that something be 
done to make it less easy to secure a 
divorce. 

One judge suggested a very drastic 
law, that would surely abolish the prac- 
tice of securing divorce on foolish and 
impotent allegations. His suggestion 
was that the guilty party in a divorce 
should be held accountable for a mis- 
demganor and should be tried, con- 
victed and sentenced before the appli- 
cation for a divorce was heard or the 
decree gran 

Others were that residents of other 
States coming to California to secure 
divorce could not do so except on 
grounds recognized by the laws of their 
own State, and guilty 
to a divorce shall be permitted to 
remarry. 

A section of the report also indorsed 
the movement for a national confer- 
ence looking to the amendment of the 
national Constitution. hibiting 
— in all the ns ot the 
Inited States. 


There was a running discussion on 
some of 
the women took part, and tentatively 
all were approved, but it was thought 
best to refer the whole report back to 
the committee, in order that the ind! 
vidual members of the commission may 
consider and privately talk over all the 
suggestions, and be better qualified to 
agree on that which is best. 

Dr. McLarren said last night that it 
was the desire of the commission to 
strive at present for only such reforms 
as they believe they may be able to 
secure, while the ideal is much higher. 
He thought that our laws should cor- 
respond with those of Canada, where,

ORANGE COUNTY COMPANIES 
ACTIVE IN RIVERSIDE. 


Complete Explorations Along Wa- 
tershed of the Santa Ana River and 
Prepare to File Suit Against Users 
of Various Ditches—Promises to 
Rival Big Percolating 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

RIVERSIDE, Feb. &—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch. I Preliminary explorations of the 
Anaheim Union Water Company and 
the Santa Ana Valley Water Com- 
pany are completed along the watershed 
of the Santa Ana River below the Col- 
ton bridge. Within a few days E. E. 
Keech and R. Melrose of Santa Ana, 
representing the above companies, will 
file suit against the Riverside Water 
Company, the East Riverside Water 
Company, the Gage Canal, the Wes: 
Riverside, the 350-inch ditch, the Sterns 
Ranch Company and the Meeks and 
Daly ditch. 

The basis of this suit. is that these 
ditches interfere with the prior appro- 
priation of the Santa Ansa and Ana- 
helm ditches by pumping water from 
the upper reaches of the river and 
applyine it to lands that are non-ri- 
parian to the stream. In other words, 
by the use of pipe lines and other 
methods the water is carried over the 
valley divide and cannot seep back 
to the main channel. 

The suit will rival the famous perco- 

lating water sult between residents of 

Riverside and San Bernardino counties.

‘RID NAVY OF BERI-BERI. 
Baron Takaki Tells How He Forced 


{Boston Transcript:}) Baron 
hiro Takaki of Tokio, surgeon-general 
(reserve) of the Japanese navy, deliv- 
ered the first of a series of lectures 
before the Alumni Association of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Columbia University at the New York 
Academy of Medicine last night. The 
baron gained an enviable reputation as 
the man who practically freed the Jap- 
anese navy of beri-beri, or “kakkee,” 
as it is known in Japan, and his lecture 
dealt with the manner in which that 
result was accomplished. In 1872, said 
the baron, the medical bureau of the 
Japanese navy was established. Prior 
to that time no one in the navy pos- 
sesaed the slightest knowledge of hy- 
giene or of the progress of medical 
acience in Europe and America. The 
baron himself was sent to England, 
where he studied medicine and mas- 
tered the English language. On his re- 
turn to Japan he devoted himself to 
experiments to ascertain the origin of 
beri-berl, which was epidemic in the 
navy. He became convinced that the 
disease was due to the disproportion of 
nitrogenous and non-nitrogenous mat- 
ter in the food of the men, and sug- 
gested a change of diet. His plan for 
the introduction of meat and bread in 
the daily ration met with strong oppo- 
sition. 

“The men each received eighteen 
cents per day for food,” he said. Out 
of this sum they tried to save money 
and restricted themselves to rice. My 
plan called for the purchase of food by 
the government at a cost of thirty-six 
sen per man a day. This was opposed 
by the men, who didn’t care for meat, 
and by others who thought it not econ- 
omy. But His Majesty, the Emperor, 
gave me an audience and my plan pre- 
valled. But I soon found that some 
of the men threw away the meat and 
bread. They didn’t like it. Then I sub- 
stituted bariey, but, mixed with rice. 
it made a dark looking compound 
which didn't appeal to the sallors. The 
Navy Depertment came to our aid 
with etrict regulations and the men 
were forced to take dhe food provided, 
with the result that the health of the 
navy was vastly improved. Before the 
adoption of the new diet beri-Deri 
broke out among the crews soon after 
the ships left shore. Under the old 
system of feeding the men, 40 per cent. 
of the crewe on the water had beri- 
bert. In the last ten years the weight 
of the men has increased an average of 
eight pounds each.”

Prevaited in the Buck 
Family.

Globe resident was 


Daily Dispatch: 

“While I am a profound admirer of 
the science of attending to one’s own 
busness I feel that there are times 
when a good citizen owes it to ew 
clety, to law and order, to ev 
est man, woman and child, to t tah whe 1 what 
he absolutely knows in the premises. 
Just why the Creator sees fit to allow 
conscineceless murderere to run un- 
trammeled through the different chan- 

nels of society, will probably never be 
understood until we stand before the 
at judgment bar of eternity, but the 
act still remains that such is the case. 

The recent frighful tragedy wherein 
one Morris Buck shot a pure American 
woman to death in Los Angeles, ts 
strictly in line. The fact that she was 
the wife of a millifonaire, Mr. Canfield, 
cuts no figure in the case whatever. 
but the fact remains that she was a 
noble American woman, and there was 
no shadow of a pretext for the crime. 

“Now, Willtam Ruck. brother of this
